I; David was of Royal extraQion, being Uncle to; 
King Arthur, one and the chief of the worlds nine 
worthies. He privately fludied the Scriptures 10 years 
before he would preſume ro preach, and always carried 
the Goſpels about him. By leave obtained of King Arthur 
he removed the Archiepiſcopal ſeat from Caerlion to Me-! 
nevea. in Pembrookeſhire, (which from him is now called 
Sr, Davids.) In which exchange his devorion is rather ro; 
be admired, than his diſcretion ro be commended, leav-: 
ing a fruitful ſoil, for a bleach barren place ; though the' 
worſe it was, the better for his purpoſe, being a great 
promoter of a monaſtical life, and though rhe place was 
much expoſed to the rapine of Pirats, yet this holy man 
laid up his Heavenly treaſures, where Thieves do not break 
through nor fleal. One paramount miracle is reported of 
him, namely, how one day being preaching in an open 
field ro the multitude, he could nor well be ſeen becauſe 
of the concourſe, when behold the earth whereon he flocd, 
officiouſly heaving it ſelf up, moumed him to a competent vi- 
fitility above all his auditors, He died aged 146 years, On 
the firſt of March, ſtill celebrated by the Welch with wear- 
ingof a Lee, perchance to perpetygte the memory of 
| his abſtinence, whoſe contented mind made many a (avo- 
ry meal on ſuch roots of the earth.

When he had lived ſeventy fix years, he reſted from his 
labours before the Vandals had taken the Town of Hippo 
which in A«guſtines fickneſs they had behieged. 


Optatus Biſhop of Melevitanum. 


THis Optatus was Biſhop of Meltvitanum in Africk, in tlie 
dates of Yalentiman and Paltns, He ſet his pen againſt 
the Donatiſts, eſpecially againſt Parmiazus, whoſe abſurd 
aſſertions he clearly refured. Firſt whereas the Donatiſts af- 
firmed, that the Church of Chrift was only to be found ina 
corner of Africh z He refutes it by Scripture, whercin it is - 
written, 45k of me, and I will give thee th: Heathen for thine in= 
heritance, and the ends of the world for thy poſſe/ſron, Pſal. 
2,8. This p'ace proves the Church to be Catholick, Alſo 
whereas they faid, that Baptiſm was ot available, except 
ſome of their Se& had been preſent at the adminiſtration 
thereof ; be anſwereth, That when God firſt created the Ele- 
ment of water, the preſence of the Trinity was. powerful in 
operation to create Water, albeit none of the Donatifts wete 
then preſent; Eyen ſo the Trinity can work effe&ually in 
Baptiſm, albeit none of the Donatiſts be preſent : yea, and 
that it was God. ( the Author of Baptiſm, and nor the Mini- 
ler J that did ſanQiifie, according as ic is writen, Waſh meg

Gregory 
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Gregory the Great Biſhop of Rome: 


THis Gregory called Mars ſucceeded Pelazius the ſecond in 

the Biſhoprick of Rome, bring choſen with conſent of 
the Clergy and people; but he was unwilling to accept the 
office, and therefore wrote to the Emperour Mauritizes, that 
he ſhould not affent, neither to the deſire of rhe Clergy, not 
people : bur his Letters were intercepted by the Govyernour 
of the Town of Rome, and rent in pieces ; and other Lettcrs 
were written to the Emperour, requeſting him to conde- 
ſcend that Gregory might bave the office, whom both Clergy 


and Peop'e hadele&ed. The Emperour agreed willingly to 


his elcQion, for he had been acquainted with him in Conſt ans 
Zinople, when he came Embaſſadour from Pelagius 2. to 
excuſe his over-ſgbt in-accepting the offie2 of Biftiop of 
Rome, before the Emperours knowledgs of that purpoſe. 
He was the firſt that deviſed the file of Strous ſervorium De, 
that is, the ſervant of the ſervants of God ; taking occaſion 
( as appeareth) ſo todo by the arrogant atrempr of Jobi 
Patriarch of Co:ftartivople,who had uſurped the ſtile of Occu: 
menick or tiniverſal Biſhop, whom this Gregory mighrtt'y op- 
poſed, calling him the fore-runner of Antichriſt, who dur 
uſurp ſuch an arrogant ſtile. Amongſt other things he thu 
wrote, Exciamare competior, ac dicere, O tempora, O mores. 
ecce cunfta in Enrope partibus, baroarorum jurt ſunt traauta' 
Deftrufte urbes, gurrſa caftra z atropulate province, null 
trram chltor inhabitat, &> tamen [acerdotes, qui in Paviment 
&* cinere flintes jacere debnerunt, vanitatis ibs nomina expetunt 
C* Rout ds prophanis vocabiilts clortantir 5 thar 1s ro fay, Tami ; 
compelled ro cry our,*O' times, O manners! behold,in all the] x 
parts'of Europe, all things lie under the reverence of bar r 
barous people :.

Auguſtine Landed ar Thantt in Kent, at ſuch time as Ethe/- 
b:rt was King thereof, whoſe Queen B:rtha, daughter to the 
King of France, was a Chriitian 3 to whom he permitted che 
free uſe of her Religion, allowing her both Luidhard a Biſhop 
for ber Chaplain, and an old Church in Cantcrbury (former- 
ly dedicated by the Romans to St. Martzn ) toexerciſe her de- 
votion therein; Auguſtine was no ſooner arrived, bur he ſent 
mefſengers to Ethelbert that he brought rhe beſt ridings to _

During theſe bis pious endeavours, King Fthelbert died, 
in whoſe Grave ws buried ruch of rhe Keni:ſh Chriſtiant» 
ty: for Eadbald his ſon both refuſed his Fathers Religion, 
and wallowivg in ſenſuality, was guilty of that fin 0 ſ@ 
much as named amongſt the Gentiles, wn keeping his Fathers ſe- 
cond wiſe, Such as formerly had tock up Chr:ſtianity as the 
Court faſhion, now ef it ; and whom Fth{b:r!'s ſmiles had 
made Converts, Eadbalds frowns quickly made Apoſtates, 
Lawrence perceiving that neither his rep: ebenfions, nor fair 
words took any efte&, but rather ircired the King and the 
Subje&s to a more deſperate hatred of bum ang of his Reitgt- 
on, 
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on, determincd to depart the Kingdom, 'and- to recommeng. 
the charge of kis Flock to God the careful Shepherd of af 
mens ſouls. But the night before the day of his intended. 

departure ( ſaith Bede ) St, Peter appeared unto him in hi 
fleep, and reprebended him ſharply for purpoſing to my 
away, and to leave the Sheep of Jeſus Chriſt beſer inthe T 
midit of ſo many Wolves : He challenged him with Apoſk 
lical aurhoriry, argued with him a long while very vehement{ihe 
ly, and among all, ſcourged him naked fo terribly, as whelſby 
he waked, finding it more than a dream, 'all his body wafjiak 
gore blood : Thus well whipped, be went to the King, ſhew-ſ ni 
eg him his ſtripes, and withal relating unto him the occa- 
fion of. thoſe ſo many fearful laſhes zwhich truck ſuch a terour 
intothe King, as by and by he renounced his Idols, put awyf|- 
his incefttuous wife, cauſed himielf to be baptized; and for 
a furcher Teſtimony of his unfeiged converfian, bui't 1

Lawrence died the ſame year that Eedbald became Chritſtian,|

His Mcllitus was ſometime an Abbot of Rome, and was 
ſent hither by Sr. Gregory to aſlift Auguſtine in convetting - 
the Saxons; and upon K:vg S:b.rts turning Chriſtian, was 
by the ſaid 4uguſiine conſecrated Biſhop cf Loudon, of whom 
take part of this Stznza out of Hardiag the old Eng/iſh Chra- 
nicler ? 
Auſtin made Mellitus, as Bede 0th note, 
of London th:n Byſhope full vertuors, 
- AClark that was then Beatvolons, ; 

When converted of Eflcx was the King Seberrt, 

And all his Land Baptized with holy herte. 

But the wicked ſons. of this good King Sebrt expelled 
Mellitus out of their Dominions, becauſe that they hevir 
demanded of. him to receive the Excbariſt, he flatiy devied 
them, as perſons untaprized z Baptiſm being an introduQto= 
ry Sacrament, and it being unlawful to break into the 
Church, without going through thisPorch. Being thus baniſh- 
ed, he travelled into France, and there Rayed for a time, un- 
till be was commanded by Arch-biſhop Lawrence to return and 
look to his Flock. But large Lozgor (1hergh then for greatneſs 
but; the Suburbs to the preſent City ) refiifed to entertain 
their good Paſtor returning unto them ; bring thus rejeReg, 
he was glad to lead a privaie life in London, till that after 
the death of Lawrence, he ſucceeded him in the Church of 
Canterbury, He was a man noble by birty, but much more 
nobje for. the excel'ency of .his mind ; ar eloquent ſpeaker, 
ard therefore aliufively of ſome called Miliifivoms ; excecd- 
3vg careſul of his chage, deſpifing the world, 2nd never 
caring for any thing but Heaven ard Heavenly things, Beae 
repoits of - him, that when a grievous fire happened in Cante;- 
biry, Mcilitus accoſted the very. fury thereof with faithful 
Prayer, and his own bare hanes, and 1 preſently quent

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the raging of the flames. Having been fick a long time, 
the Gout, he died on the 24 of Aprill, Anto 624. anfl 
buried b:fides his Predeceſfor, upon whoſe Tomb this Epi

Juſtus'firſt Biſhyp of Rocheſter, then Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury. 

THis 7uftus was a Roman by Birth,the Diſciple of Gregory the 
Great, by whom he was ſent over into England, toge- 

ther with A gulize and Mellitus to Preach the Goſpe]. He 
was a Monk afcer the Order of St. Bennet : Vir tante inte2rith- 
tis ut 7ulls zomine no# tam gentilitio quam propter virtutem hoxk 
raudus cerfertiur, Which his vertue, as alſo his learning 
are bath highly commended by Pope Boniface the fourth, to 
whom, as to his dearly beloved Brother, he ſendeth greeting, 
He kaving fat Biſhop of Rocheſter ſome certain years, was k 
rer the death of Mcl/itus choſen to ſucceed in the See of Car- 
tcrbury, and had his Pall ſolemnly ſent him by Pope Bo1ifact 
aforeſatd. This Pall is a Pontifical Veſctment, conliderable 
for the matter, making, and myſteries thereof : for the mat- 
ter, it. 1s made of Lambs Wool and ſuperſtition :- I ſay of 
Lambs Wool, as it comes from th: Sheeps back, - without ai 
01:7 artijxcial colour, as we find it in Flores Sanftorum, pap.5 96, 
I: is fpurs { fay ſome) by a peculiar Order of Nuns, Fiſt 
calt into the Tamb of St. Peter 3 taken from his body ( ſay 
others ) ſurely moſt ſacred if from both, and adorned with 
little black Crolles, having two Labells banring dows before 
ad bebind, which the Arch»biſhops only, when going tothe 
Altar, put about their necks, above their other Pontifical 
Ornsmens. Three myſteries were couched therein: firft, 
Humility, whtch beautifies the Clergy above all their coſtly 
Copes, 
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Feop-s. Secondly, Innocency, to imitate Lamb-like fim- 


city. And thirdly, Induſtry, to tvllow bim who fetched 
is wandring Shcep home on his ſhou!d-rs, But to ſpeak 
plainly, the myttery of myſteries in: this Pa 1 was, that the 
Arch-biſhops receiving it, ſhewed therein 1h2ir dependency 
bn Kome * and a mortein this manner ceremontouſly taken, 
was a ſufficient acknowledgement of their ſubjeAion. And 
25it owred Romes power ; fo in after ages it encreaſed their

PHis Biſhop Felix, commonly called Sr. Fil;x, was bory 
brought up, and ſublimated with an Epiſcopal Mitre in 
the parts of Burgindy ; which worldly pomp and honour, tc

gerher with his own Country, he forlook, only to propagatsſſſeal 


the Goſpel, and came into England 10 Preach the Word of 
God, in thedaijes of Honorizs Biſhop of Rome, Hozoris being 
as then Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, He was a man every way 
learned, and what he daily taught, he carefully put i 
practice by his holy converſation, and charitable good works, 
He delivered the Word with great mildncſs, and pleaſanc elo- 
cution,wher: by :he more be ſubjugated his Auditors to 
the yoke of Jeſus Chriit. Having governed the Eaſt Angles 
{ one part of the .Saxoz Heptarchy ) the ſpace of ſeventeen 
years, he died at Durwich his ſeat the eighth of the Ides of 
March, An10 647, where in the Church of his own foundation, 
he was firft buried ; but after a time his bones were taken 
up 2nd conveyed to Some in Cambrideeſhire,and there ſolemnly 
incoffined in the Chancel of the Church there, which he like- 
wiſe built. And afterwards, in the Reign of King Canute, 
his ſacred R:liques were removed from thence to the Abby 
Church of Ramſey in Huntingdenſhire, and there preſerved 
With great care and veneration, Of this pious Biſhop thus 
writeth oh Harding our old Engliſh verfifying Chronicles :
